The B.E.A. and the Federations. 


Some explanation is due at this stage in justification 
0/ the. proposed new Article of Association, printed on 
p. 23 of the B.E. for March. The suggested change 
in' the constitution has arisen out of a proposal by Mr. 
John Merchant, which was discussed at one of the 
meetings of the Yorkshire Federation held last year, 
and which has since been considered in all the 
Fed orations. 

The change involves, to some extent, a scheme of 
decentralisation. Our movement in the British Empire 
must, of course, have some centre, and that centre is 
preferably and obviously London. 

But the disadvantage of absolute centralisation is 
that all the work of the movement is apt to become 
concentrated at the centre and kept in the hands of a 
few persons. In a movement like ours, where success 
depends on making Esperanto known as widely as 
possible, centralisation is not desirable. The work 
cannot be done effectively and efficiently by two or 
three men at one place, however able they may be, and 
if these men arc paid officials, people are sometimes 
apt to leave all the work to be done by them, and to 
expect more from them than they arc able to accom¬ 
plish. The fact is that our officials are at headquarters 
simply to look after our munitions—our books and 
propaganda literature—to keep the citadel, and to act 
in conference with the general staff. Owing to their 
situation, it is natural that their activities other than 
those mentioned are necessarily confined to a limited 
area, but the fighting has to be done all over the 
country. 

Some years ago the District Federations w r crc called 
into being. It should be frankly admitted that these 


were regarded by some within and by some without 
with mixed feelings. Those who were at the Leeds 
Congress in 1909 will remember that there were 
partisans of the Federations who were strong sup¬ 
porters of the view that the Federations should be 
independent of the B.E.A., and some regarded the 
national body somewhat unsympathetically. On the 
other hand, there were those who felt that the creation 
of the Federations might prove a source of weakness 
to the B.F..A., and urged that in order to prevent this 
the Federations, which were a welcome development of 
our movement, should in some way or other be linked 
up with the B.E.A. 

Experience has taught many lessons. The Federa¬ 
tions have been exceedingly active. They have done 
excellent work. They have entrenched our movement 
very strongly in the provinces. But they have found 
this disadvantage: they only speak for themselves. 
How much more effective would be their influence if 
they could speak in the name of the national organisa¬ 
tion, and for the movement as a whole. The linking 
of Groups with Federations, and Federations with the 
National Association, and the National Association with 
the Central Office would make a world-wide organisa¬ 
tion in which every Esperantist could feel that he is 
taking a part when he pays his subscription to his group 
treasurer. 

The proposed Article has been drafted in order to 
preserve, as far as possible, the autonomy of the 
Federations, which are already in existence, and it lays 
down lines on which future Federations may be con¬ 
stituted. These Federations need not be confined to 
the United Kingdom, aud we look forward to the day 
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■when Federations of Esperanto groups will be found 

nbt only everywhere at home, but'in our colonies 
also. 


secure that personal touch locally, which is always of 

the utmost value, and we will he able to present to the 
public everywhere a solid front. 

It is therefore hoped that the resolution will be duly 
passed, and will prove a means of helping in the forward 
movement which is at hand. 


One advantage of devolution of local propaganda 
work to the Federations is that any chance of over¬ 
lapping will be avoided, and the B.E.A. will be able to

Dear Sir, —The extraordinary success attending the 
Eccles Experiment ” suggests a new plan of campaign 
which ought, I think, to be studiedj even if it should be 
found as a result that nothing can be done until after 
the war. 

Since the publication of Modern Humanity many 
suggestions and enquiries have been made, but 1 have 
not yet heard of a definite proposal for organised effort 
such as the circumstances seem to demand. 

It appears to me that wherever an Esperantist school 
teacher can be found who would be willing to take a 
class of children outside ordinary school hours the 
resources of the B.E.A, should be available to back that 
teacher up. Particularly should this be so where the 
head of the school in question is already sympathetic. 
To do this effectively will call for new material. 

The most important new feature would be an attrac¬ 
tive, illustrated booklet written specially for children, 
telling of the attractions of Esperanto in general and of 
the pleasures of the Eccles children in particular. 

Another new feature would be a carefully prepared 
circular letter from the President of the B. E.A. addressed 
to the teacher asking her (or him) to approach the Head 
of the School for the purpose of obtaining permission to 
hold a class outside school hours. This circular would 
allude to the booklet Modern Humanity . 

When a teacher was found who was willing to try the 
experiment, she would be supplied with (1) a copy of 
the President’s letter, (2) copies of Modern Humanity, 
(3) copies of the children’s booklet.

Text-Book.—Propagandists have so often been wearied 
with the question. ” How long will it take me to learn 
Esperanto ?" which obviously depends upon the 
mental capacity of the prospective student, that it is 
somcwliat strange an Esperantist has never before 
conceived of “ rationing ’’ the language for daily con¬ 
sumption. 

Mr. S. Jackson Coleman, in his charming brochure, 
“ A Week at Esperanto,” presents an odd-minute 
text-book of pastime-study, which is at once a malkava 
propagandiio (2.\d. each, or 2s. 3d. per dozen, -from 
B.E.A., post free), an excellent lernilo for beginners, 
and possibly a kuracilo for half-hearted and despondent 
propagandists. Published by the newly-formed Li ter a- 
lura kaj Dcbaia A socieio, it foreshadows the wide utility 
which this society may afford to the movement in the 
future. 

The book is “alive” from title-page to colophon, 
as Mr. Coleman sets forth in a most entertaining manner 
just sufficient for each day’s mental consumption, and 
at the end of the week is able to whet Sunday^ appetite 
with a little Bible reading in Esperanto, a verse of an 
Esperanto hymn, an Esperanto psalm, and the Lord’s 
Prayer in Esperanto. 

We arc glad to observe that Mr. Coleman, in accor¬ 
dance with the democratic spirit of the times, not only 
makes reference to the relation of Esperanto to com¬ 
merce, international peace, education, etc., but also to 
the fact that Esperantist workingmen will stand a much 
better chance of becoming delegates to possible inter¬ 
national trade-union congresses in the future than their 
less progressive fellows. Mr. Coleman's method of 
appeal is novel. He refers in one part to the old adage 
with regard to fortune knocking at every man's door. 

familiar to the Esperantist, Mr. Coleman 
observes, that he walks in without knocking !
